The  Board  of  Education  respectf  ull}'  submit  to  the  citizens  of 
Durham,  the  following  report  of  the  schools  for  the  year  ending 
March,  1892. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  we  have  been  able  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  public  education  with  a  more  liberal  amount  of  money 
appropi-iated  by  you  as  a  town  than  has  ever  been  at  our  disposal 
since  the  Town  System  of  schools  has  been  adopted,  notwith- 
standing the  amount  raised  by  law  has  been  cut  off  from  what  it 
has  been  in  former  years.  We  have  been  able  to  keep  the  schools 
in  session  for  thirty  weeks.  We  have  also  retained  three  of  our 
old  teachers  who  have  so  efficiently  served  in  former  terms ;  and 
when  changes  have  been  made  the  vacancies  have  been  filled,  so 
that  at  the  present  time  the  Board  of  Education  would  be  sorry 
for  any  change  of  circumstances  to  interfere  with  the  schools  by 
the  removal  of  any  of  those  who  are  now  in  the  employ  of  the 
District,  as  they  are  all  devoted  to  their  work,  energetic,  faithful 
and  fearless,  so  long  as  they  feel  they  are  doing  their  duty,  and 
all  are  fully  alive  to  the  responsibility  resting  upon  them. 
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The  law  requiring  towns  to  furnish  text-books  is  again  on 
trial  for  the  second  year,  and  is  giving  general  satisfaction,  as 
our  pupils  have  never  been  so  well  supplied  as  they  have  been 
under  the  working  of  this  law,  and  a  great  amount  of  money  is 
saved  annually  to  our  citizens,  as  books  are  worn  out  instead  of 
beino^  used  for  a  term  or  two  and  then  consigned  to  the  garret  or 
waste-basket  in  the  house  of  the  pupil. 

Our  school-houses  have  been  well  cared  for  and  kept  in  good 
repair,  and  are  good  with  the  exception  of  the  one  at  the  Bridge, 
which  can  never  b(^  made  into  a  house  that  our  public  would  be 
satistied  with  as  a  proper  place  to  educate  children.  The  Board 
would  recommend  a  new  building  there,  did  they  not  have  grave 
doubts  about  the  propriety  of  running  a  school  in  this  part  of  the 
town.  The  question:  whether  this  school  shoul.l  not  be  aban- 
doned and  the  scholars  sent  to  the  village,  is  always  pressing  itself 
on  the  Board  of  Education.  That  it  has  never  been  done  shows 
that  a  pvepondei'ance  of  evidence  is  in  favor  of  continuing  the 
school  there.  Yet  there  is  still  such  doubt  about  the  wisdom  of 
such  a  course  that  we  have  never  recommended  the  erection  of  a 
new  building  there,  and  we  do  not  do  it  now. 

r 

We  have  added  to  our  school  apparatus  this  year, — new 
globes  for  the  Bridge,  Point  and  Packer's  Falls  schools,  having 
been  already  the  possessor  of  one  at  the  Village,  which  did  good 
service  in  both  rooms.  We  have  supplied  each  of  the  schools  with 
a  language  chart,  which  pi'oves  a  valuable  assistant  to  the  teach- 
ers in  teaching  grammar.  These  have  been  paid  for  out  of  the 
fund  for  books  and  supplies,  and  has  been,  we  think,  a  judicious 
expenditure. 

The  friends  of  the  school  at  Durham  Point  have  again  shown 
their  interest  in  the  school  by  the  erection  on  their  school-house 
of  a  nice  flag-staff,  upon  which  is  displayed  in  pleasant  weather, 
a  flair  of  suitable  size  for  the  building.  All  of  which  has  been 
done  without  cost  to  the  District.     The  friends  of  the  school  in 
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the  Village  have  shown  their  interest  by  raising  subscription 
money  enough  to  purchase  a  flag  9  x  15,  with  suitable  cord.  A 
member  of  tlie  Hoard  of  Education  caused  a  suitable  staff  for  its 
display,  to  be  erected,  which  staff  is  not  paid  for.  This  is  the  ex- 
planation of  an  article  in  your  school  warrant  relative  to  raising 
money  to  pay  for  flag-staffs  on  the  different  school-houses. 
Clocks  have  been  put  into  each  of  the  rooms  at  the  Village,  suit- 
able for  school  use. 

There  was  a  move  made  at  the  commencement  of  the  school 
year  to  introduce  music  into  the  schools,  so  that  all  the  children 
could  have  a  chance  to  learn  to  read  music  and  to  sing.     The  idea 

f 

was,  to  have  what  instruction  was  given  of  such  a  character  that 
it  would  be  a  foundation  upon  which  could  be  erected,  an  after 
musical  education,  just  as  learning  the  alphabet  is  the  foundation 
for  an  eloquent  reader.  With  this  in  view,  subscription  was  col- 
lected to  the  amount  of  seventy-seven  dollars,  for  the  purchase  of 
a  suitable  musical  instrument  for  the  Village  school.  These  sub- 
scription  papeis  are  now  on  file  at  the  oflice  of  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, showing  the  names  of  contributors  and  the  respective 
amounts.  Mr.  J.  W.  Coe  was  the  largest  contributor,  gener- 
ously sending  a  check  for  twenty-five  dollars.  Albert  DeMerifct 
and  Hamilton  A.  Mathes  went  to  Boston  to  see  what  was  best  to 
purchase  and  decided  upon  a  second-hand,  but  good,  grand  piano. 
This  was  done  at  a  cost,  in  Boston,  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars, Messrs.  DeMeritt  and  Mathes  paying  what  was  necessary  to 
make  up  the  amount,  expecting  that  the  friends  of  the  school 
would  reimburse  them,  as  money  could  be  raised  by  school  enter- 
tainments or  otherwise,  but  mutually  agreeing  to  divide  the  defi- 
ciency, whatever  it  might  be.  There  is  due  them  at  the  present 
time  as  money  paid  out  and  interest  on  the  same  seventy-six  dol- 
lars and  sixty-five  cents  ($76.65),  and  it  seems  but  fair  that  some 
effort  be  made  to  reimburse  them,  particularly  as  Mr.  Mathes  has 
since  died  and  his  estate  would  like  to  close  the  account. 
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We  closed  the  school  year  with  an  exhibition  in  the  Town 
Hall.  The  success  of  this  exhibition  attests  the  discipline  of  the 
schools,  and  a  careful  perusal  of  the  statistical  report  will  show 
that  preparation  for  the  exhibition  was  not  the  only  study  pur- 
sued by  the  scholars,  who  we  think  will  bear  examination  in  their 
different  studies  and  come  off  as  creditably  as  at  the  exhibition. 

We  feel  like  extending  our  hearty  thanks  to  the  pupils  for 
their  kind  respect  and  willingness  to  carry  out  any  plan  suggested 
by  the  Board  for  the  improvement  of  the  schools.

Meeting  March  14,  1888.  Moved  by  Mr.  Thompson  that  a 
committee  of  three  be  chosen  to  ascertain  the  desirable  lots  lor  a 
Village  school-house  and  what  they  could  be  obtained  for,  and 
submit  plans  and  estimates  of  the  cost  of  building,  at  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  School  District.  Amended  by  Mr.  Coffin,  that  the 
committee  examine  the  old  school  house  and  see  what  it  could  be 
put  in  proper  shape  for  school  purposes  for. 

The  above  motion  and  amendment  were  carried,  and  Albert 
DeMeritt,  Jeremiah  Lano^lev  and  Eben  M.  Davis  were  elected  as 
the  committee,  and  the  following  is  the  record  of  their  proceed- 
ings as  kept  at  the  several  meetings. 

Albert  DkMekitt,  Chairman  of  Committee. 

Meeting  of  Committee  at  DeMeritt  &  Burn  ham's  offi'^e  di- 
rectly after  meetintJ:  of  March  l-ith,   1888.     DeMeritt,  Davis  and 
Langley  present.     Organized.     DeMeritt,    Chairman;    Langley, 
Secretary.     Voted  to  adjourn  to  Saturday,  Apiil  2,1st,  at 8  o'clock, 
A.  M..  at  Village  school-house. 

April  21st,  1888.  Met  at  Village  school  house,  as  per  ad- 
journment. Full  board  present,  and  Mr.  A.  E.  Meserve  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  Messrs.  Hull,  Hoitt,  Jenkins,  Darius  Stevens 
on  the  part  of  the  citizens.  Looked  over  the  school-house  and 
grounds  and  then  went  to  DeMeritt  &  Burnham's  office  to  discuss 
proceedings.  Only  the  Committee  present.  Voted  to  employ  an 
architect  to  draw  plans  and  estimate  the  cost  of  a  new  brick 
school-house,  a  new  wood  school-house,  and  also  to  estimate  the 
cost  of  repairs  of  the  old  school-house  to  make  it  suitable  for  the 
wants  of  the  District.     Said  houses  to  be  heated    by    furnace   or 
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steam.  Said  houses  to  contain  two  rooms,  capable  of  seating  60 
scholars  each,  with  proper  black-boards,  and  each  room  to  have 
a  suitable  place  for  recitations,  with  suitable  ventilators,  and 
said  houses  to  have  suitable  hall-ways  for  the  use  of  the  school. 
Voted,  that  the  Committee  meet  when  an  architect  can  be  pro- 
cured to  look  over  the  present  school-building.  Voted,  that 
DeMeritt  be  a  committee  to  consult  with  and  employ  an  architect. 
Voted  to  instruct  the  architect  to  make  plans,  so  that  said  build- 
ings can  be  built,  and  improvements  can  be  made  as  cheaply  as 
would  be  economical  for  the  District.  Voted  to  adjourn,  subject 
to  a  call  of  the  Chairman. 

April  23d,  1888.  Board  met  by  call  of  Chairman.  Full 
board.  Voted  to  ask  the  architect,  George  Brown,  to  come  to 
Durham  and  meet  the  Committee.  Voted  to  adjourn,  subject  to 
call  of  Chairman. 

April  28th,  1888.  Architect  George  Brown  came  over  on  8 
o'clock  train.  Board  met  at  school-house,  DeMeritt  and  Lanoflev 
present.  Architect  took  measurements  of  old  building.  Ad- 
journed to  otHee  of  DeMeritt  &  Burn  ham,  Davis  present.  Talked 
the  matter  up  fully.  Voted  to  have  a  plan  and  estimate  made  of 
a  wood  school-house,  to  have  two  rooms  capable  of  accommo- 
dating 50  scholars  each,  as  per  vote  of  April  21st;  and  plans 
and  estimates  of  repairing  the  old  school-house,  according  to  idea 
of  Mr.  DeMeritt  as  talked  at  the  annual  meetinor  of  the  Dis- 
trict.  Voted  to  meet  in  Dover,  subject  to  call  of  Mr.  Davis, 
to  look  over  school-houses. 

1889,  Jan.  28th.  Committee  met  at  DeMeritt  &  Burnham's 
oSiL-e,  and  went  and  looked  at  the  old  academy  lot,  Mary  Ches- 
ley's  lot  and. Silas  Jenkin's  lot.  Voted,  that  DeMeritt  get  all  in- 
formation in  regard  to  all  lots  looked  at  and  report  at  next  meet- 
ing.    Voted  to  adjourn  to  Satui'day,  Feb.  9rh,  p.  m. 

Met  as  per  adjournment.  DeMeritt  read  report  of  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  lots.     Voted,  that  DeMeritt  report  on  lots  and 
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Brown  on  buildings  at  annual  meeting. 

In  foregoing  record  where  Board  is  used,  Committee  is 
meant. 

At  annual  meeting,  March,  1891,  the  following  vote  was 
passed :  That  the  Special  Committee  who  obtained  plans  and 
specifications  of  a  new  school-house  be  authorized  to  settle  with 
Mr.  Brown  on  the  most  advantageous  terms  possible,  and  also 
authorized  to  hire  a  sufficient  timount  of  money  to  pay  the  same. 
Board  called  to  meet  at  Dover  by  DeMeritt,  Chairman. 

DeMeritt  and  Langle}^  met  at  Dover,  a.  m.,  April  6th,  1891. 
Nothing  done.  P.  M.,  met  again  at  Court  House.  DeMeritt, 
Langley  and  Davis  present.  Met  with  Brown  in  Clerk  of  Courts 
room.  Authorized  Langley  to  talk  with  Brown  and  find  out  how- 
low  his  bill  could  be  settled.  Langley  did  so  and  on  behalf  of 
Committee  offered  $188.75.  Refused.  Then  offered  expense, 
$4.02;  interest,  $12.11;  total,  $20^.88.  Refused.  Brown  offered 
to  take  $235.48.  ($100.00  of  this  amount  was  for  the  plans  fur- 
nished the  building  committee  of  the  new  school-house.)  Ac- 
cepted. Langley  agreed  to  furnish  money,  forward  same  to 
Kivel,  who  will  take  proper  receipt  in  behalf  of  town. 

Committee    signed   note   to   Newmarket   National   Bank   of 

April  13th,  1891,  for  $250.
